It is unreasonable to: uppose that every 
farmer can or ought to be a scienced me- 
chanic and finished workman with tools, but 
still, there is a necessity for one to under- 
stand something of the rules and laws that 
govern mechanics, and to know how to use 
with some degree of skill, such tools as are 
required to construct numerous things be- 
longing about a farm, or repair buildings, 
farm implements, etc. 

Upon every tarm, large or small, there 
ougnt to be a large and conveniently con 
structed workshop, supplied with a good 
assortment of wood-working, and such other 
simple tools and instruments &6 are neces- 
sary for manufacturing various farm fixtures, 
and for keeping in thorough working order, 
sgricultural implements and machinery 
when slightly out of fix, and for repairing 
harness, tin ware, ete. Now we are aware 
that a great many fermers who may peruse 
this article, will say that it isa thing alto- 
gether impossible for any one who lives on 
a ferm to have a work shop of his own, and 
possess a variety of tools, and to te well 
enough acquainted with their use tobe able 
to do the greater part of the re; airing of nis 
farm and household fixtures and appliances, 
but we are free to ray it is not an imposst- 
bility ; although tke little attention paid by 
farmers as a class, in trying to understand 
the first princi-les of mechanics and to 
learn how to use tools so az to be handy with 
them, has a look as if it was a thing that 
eanno: be done.

ing for the — of determining which 
yield of milk, the morning or evening’s 
mess, is the richer of the two. The decision 
was in favor of the evening’s mess being the 
richer for both butter and cheese making 
ualities. The milk of cows fed ground 
ced in winter was richer than that pro- 
duced by the same cows from grass in sum- 
mer. This is not a matter of very great 
moment to the dairyman, though he should 
keep posted on all these little points. 

In regard to the general handling of the 
cows, any one familiar with dairy herds 
must have noticed the difference in their 
handling. One man with a herd of indiffer- 
ent cows as to quality will often get a large 
vercentage more in yield than another man 
with a much better herd. This often comes 
from a superior degree of handling. Just 
as one man can drive a horse faster than 
another. All this is dependent upon the 
natural adaptability of the man to the busi- 
ness, and when a man fails to make the cow 
yield, there is no use in arguing the ques- 
tion with him. He is simply not adapted 
to the business, and the sooner he hunts a 
new occupation the better for both him and 
the cows. 

Milk yielding is in some occult way con- 
nected intimately with tie cow's nervous 
organization. If she is happy, contented 
and comfortable, she will do her best, while 
the least shock to her ervous system up- 
sets the whole business. The crack of a 
whip, the falling of a board, or other shock 
to the nerves, will reduce the yield of milk 
in a herd very materially. So the removal 
of the calf, or its rough treatment in the 
dam’s presence, will sometimes peremptorily 
stop the flow of milk. This is often attri- 
buted to the ill-will of the cow in “holding 
up” her milk, but doctors tell us of similar 
vesults with the human race. A mother re. 
ceiving sudden news of a trazic death in 
the family, a father, mother or husband wil! 
often completely stop the supply of milk for 
the little one, no matter how anxious: the 
mother may be to feed it. 

There ae several pointsto watch with 
regard to the proper care of cows. Sup- 
posing a man to be in possesion of a first- 
class herd of dairy cows, properly bred, of 
fine constitution, and large rich milkers. 
[he first two of those conditions, breeding 
and constitution, may, with reasonable care, 
be kept up tothe given standard; but the 
yield, especially in relation to quantity, is 
susceptible of great enlargement or deterior- 
ation. To hold the yield at its maximum, 
these cardinal principles to be kept in view : 
First, the feed; second, the general hand- 
ling ; and third, the individual comort of 
the cow. In relation to the first, it is more 
a question of quantity of feed than particular 
adaptability, so far as the cow is concerned, 
tor she is what may be called a gross feeder, 
and will eat almost anything that comes in 
her way. While it is true that some cows 
refuse many articles uf food that are even 
wholesome, at the same time such cows are 
exceptions to the rule, for generally they 
will not only eat what is put before them,

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TREATMENT OF SICK ANIMALS. 
[Western Rural.) 

We are all liable to have a sick animal en 
oar hands, and are quite liable to be beyond 
the reach of veterinary assistance. We ma 
or may not be fortunate in consequence of 
the latter. In the best light that we have 
we conclude that in the human family drugs 
kill about as many as they cure, and we fail 
to see why the same is not true among our 
domestic animals. The administration of 
harsh medicines is cersinly not to be en- 
couraged. They come in ccntact with very 
delicate membranes, andjif they do no harm, 
the result would be entirely unexpected. In 
some respects, too, our veterinary medicines 
are generally far behind the times. It is 
pretty generally concluded that mercury is 
not fit for medicine, and not one in a million 
men or women will take it, if they know it. 
But it enters into the composition of many 
of our preparations for the treatment of sick 
animals. It is applied to sores and we think 
frequently administered internally. Now we 
do not believe that any farmer or breeder 
loses anything by being deprived of veteri- 
nary advice which would recommend sueh 
medicines. But something must be done if 
an animal is sick, it may be said. That 
may or may not be true, so far as adminis- 
tering medicines 1s concerned. Asa rule, 
we have always found that human beings 
get along very well in cases of sickness, if 
they rest end diet. Perhaps our animals 
would often get along equally as well if 
given tLe same treatment. If a horse or cow 
is taken sick, it is wisdom to inquire at once 
into all the circumstances, with a view of as- 
certaining, if possible, immediate or remote. 
It may be that the horse has been over- 
worked, and it may be that the horse or cow 
has been overfed, or fed too long upon one 
kind of food. The remedy in such eases 
will suggest itself at once. Nature has great 
recuperative powers, if she is only given an 
Opportunity to assert them. A few days 
rest, or a change of food, or diminished 
feed, will often operate quickly in the case 
of an animal that shows signs of indisposi- 
tion; and a dose of our often recommen ‘ed 
and harmless remedy, charcoal, will, nine 
times out of ten, be all that is needed in 
simple diseases. 

We shali save much suff-ring to our ani- 

mals and much troub‘e to ourseives by using 

the ounce of prevention instead of the pound 

of cure at all times—that isto say, our 
very best judgment in not expos'ng the ani- 

mal to the causes of disease. We have fre- 

quently noticed that in all weather during 

the winter season, some men will always 

blanket their horses when they are standin: 

on theroad. Now exceptin very bitter cold 

weather the horse does not need a blanket. 

Che blanket will sweat him, rnd then when 

taken off exposes the animal to the danger 

of takiag cold, This is simply an evidence 

of thoughtless expense, and itis done, too, 

in the name of kindness. But in case of sick- 

ness we shall save the animal distress and 

ourselves trouble, too, by administering 

some simple, old fashioned remedy, rather 

than riding perhaps, miles ior a veterinary 

surgeon. Take colic for instance. Some 

men seem perfectly helpless in the presence 

of so simple a thing as colic in a horse or 

other domestic animals. What would we 

do if we were similarly afflicted ? We might 

do many foolish trings, among which the 

swallowing of a great dose of poisonous 

drugs would take high rank. But if we did 

the very best thing, as well as the easiest, 

we should strive to excite perspiration. A 

physician who went through the last attack 

of cholera in Chicago, informed us that he 

was convinced that the only glimmer of hope 

in cholera cases, was in plunging the patient 

into hot water, and thus produce perspira- 

tion. In animals we have seen it work to a 

charm. Wrap the animal up in blankets 
and tLrow it into a perspiration, and it will 

likely come out all right. 

We meke these suggestions for the pur- 
pose of calling attention to simple remedies. 
We are apt to underrate things because 
they are so very simple. In these days of a 
multitude of doctors, with their foreign 
nomenclature of medicines, we are entirely 
too liable tv covclude that the old herb tea 
which our grandmothers made, and which, 
perhaps, saved our lives more than once, 
cannot possibly be good for anything. Such 
notions are often very expensive and quite 
foolish.

Rev. Father Wilds’ 


EXPERIENCE. 


The Rev. Z. P. Wilds, well-known city 
missionary in New York, and brother of the 
late eminent Judge Wilds, of the Massachu- 
setts Supreme Court, writes as follows: 
“78 FE. 54th St., New York, May 16, 1882.
